World War II was a turning 
point in her life. She escaped to 
England by warship four days aft­ 
er Hitler’s armies invaded her 
country and spent the war years 
there except for a trip by bomber 
to the United States to address

She encouraged the Dutch army 
to exile and rallied the resistance 
at home.

Conservative officials called her 
a "Red” when she went on the 
air and declared that the Dutch 
East Indies must be given their 
independence. One of her last offi­ 
cial acts was to declare Indonesia 
equal with the homeland under 
the crown. But this did not pre­ 
vent the Indonesians from break­ 
ing away finally, setting up their 
own nation in 1949 and seizing all 
Dutch businesses in the dispute 
over New Guinea. 
In 1948, after celebrating her 
golden jubilee, the aging queen 
abdicated in favor of Juliana and 
went into retirement. So there 
would be no question as to who 
was queen, she took the title of 
Princess Wilhelmina. 
Bom Aug. 31, 1880, Wilhelmina 
was the only child of King Wil­ 
liam III of the royal house of 
Orange - Nassau 
and 
Princess 
Emma. She was only 10 when the 
king died and her mother served 
as regent until Wilhelmina be­ 
came i8 and ascended the throne 
1898. 
Three years later she married 
Prince Hendrik, royal duke of 
Mecklenburg, who died in 1934.

AAU Starts 
75th Annual 
Confab Today 
DETROIT (AP)—A truce in the 
hot war of words with the NCAA 
and a cold war of athletic accom­ 
plishments occupied the AAU as 
its 75th annual convention opened 
today. 
AAU hopes to approve a coali­ 
tion for the control of track and 
field with the NCAA, top the 
agenda of the five-day convention.

But I found 
out in Belgrade that whenever an 
American is beaten or a Russian 
is beaten that they put it in head­ 
lines in Europe.” 
Fisher was one of the Ameri­ 
cans attending the 96-nation Con­ 
gress of the International Amateur 
Athletic Federaion last Septem­ 
ber in the Yugoslav capital. 
The warring AAU and NCAA 
met two weeks ago in New York 
and drew up a cease fire that 
would restore track and field 
harmony.

Raccoon seem to be the most 
prevalent of all the forbearing 
animals taken by the trappers so 
far this season. One trapper told 
me he had taken 52 thus far by 
trapping and also by night hunt­ 
ing. The price brought by the 
sale of the pelts depends, of 
course, on the quality of the furs. 
I think it can be truthfully said 
that the reason for such a great 
increase in the raccoon popula­ 
tion was due to the low market 
price for the pelts a few years 
back. Old-timer ’coon hunters can 
remember about 25 years 
ago 
when one might hunt all night 
without the hound picking up a 
single track. 
At that time, if • hunter brag­ 
ged about taking some 50 ’coon 
in a single season, he would bear 
watching — chances are he had 
a no-good hound he was trying to 
get someone to buy. 
Anyone seeing an Irish setter 
running around lost in the viciity 
of Franklin Square please notify 
me. The dog is gun-shy and only 
a family pet and the owners are 
pretty well upset about it. 
One thing I am unable to un­ 
derstand is why people leave their 
dogs dead along the highway af 
ter being killed in traffic? Surely 
some of these dogs lying directly 
in front of a residence must have 
been their pet. I don’t see how 
they can bear to look at the ani­ 
mal. My children’s pet was killed 
on the highway and you never 
heard such bawling and carrying 
on. Furthermore, they held a fu 
neral for the pooch and decorated 
the grave with the assistance of 
some of the other kids in the 
neighborhood. 
Deer hunters have to present 
their deer permits to the proper 
checking stations after bagging 
their quarry. At that time 
t he 
person Using the kill will punch 
a hole in the permit thus voiding 
any further use. That means just 
this, when your permit has been 
canceled after taking the one 
deer each permit holder is allow­ 
ed, you had better not be caught 
in the field after another one. 
The bow and arrow season for 
deer is now in effect and lasts 
through Dec. 31st. The gun sea­ 
son for two days begins Dec. 13 
to 14 inclusive. No person shall 
take or possess more than o n e 
deer, whether taken with gun, or 
bow and arrow. Check the pam­ 
phlet given you at the time you 
purchase a permit and take your 
deer to the nearest checking sta­ 
tion. The deer must be recorded 
and tagged before you are the 
legal possessor. 
This seems to be the only way 
the State Department of Fish and 
Game can get any kind of an in­ 
ventory on the deer population 
plus the sex ratio and age of deer 


taken. State technicians will be 
on hand to age the deer and re­ 
move reproduction tracts in order 
to find out what goes on in order 
season. Not one deer has been 
reported taken by bow hunters in 
this county thus far. 


WITH ONLY ONE SATURDAY 
left of five that bowmen are be­ 
ing permitted to hunt deer at the 
U.S. Ravenna Ordnance Plant in 
Portage County, the total harvest 
has been 112—61 bucks and 51 
does. The total for five days last 
year was 96. 
Harold Wascko, district super­ 
visor at Akron for the Ohio Divi­ 
sion of Wildlife, got the figures 
from Cape Theron Driscoll, the 
plant commanding officer. 
A check of hunters on private 
lands by division game protect­ 
ors on opening day showed Pauld­ 
ing County the best. There were 
222 hunters contacted and they 
had 195 pheasants and 65 rab­ 
bits.

Seneca, 
where 114 hunters had 86 pheas­ 
ants and 38 rabbits. 
Other leading counties 
were:
